THE SPECIAL ELECTIO^J. 


There is a surprising indifference and apathy ex- 


isting- in Lincoln, with reference to the special elec- 
tion which will be held May 25th, on the question of 
increasing: the levy. 


Unless a greater Interest is shown, it is evident that 


this issue will be settled by an expression from a- 
comparatively small percentage of those qualified to 
vote. That Is not a healthy' state of affairs in any 
community. A full expression of opinion should be 
secured on a matter as* vital to the welfare of thi 
people of the community as this tax levy is. 


Moreover, it is fairly apparent that unless heroic 


efforts are put forth in the next few days those who 
do vote, will do so with but little opportunity of in- 
vestigating the merits .of the issue to be decided. The 
proposal for an Increase in the mill levy has lacked 
a militant, aggressive champion. In a feeble way the 
city commission has given Its suprort to the propo- 
sition. Mayor Zehrung has pointed out the urgent 
need of more funds if the machinery under which 
the governmental affairs operate Is to be kept work- 
ing smoothly. 


But this proposal for an Inc.ease in the levy is 


worthy of more vigorous support th'an it 1 -is received. 
It means much to the future of Ll:,_oln. For five 
years now the citv commission has been forced to 
adopt a very penurious policy in connection with pub- 
lic improvements. But a relatively small proportion 
of the proposed tax Increase is to be used for the 
purpose of running expenses of the government. "What 
this proposition actually means js that it will set up a 
fund of approximately $200,000 annually for the pur- 
pose of public improvement. Lincoln can accept this 
proposal or It -will be compelled to vote bonds to 
carry on work which will have to be done In the next 
few years. 
By this we mean the extension of the 


storm sewers, the improvement of the cit- parks, the 
construction of adequate buildings to house municipal 
activities and at least a dozen other equalh- important 
tasks confronting tlie people who live here. If it does 
not see fit to pay for their improvement through a tax 
levy it will pay infinitely more as a result of the in- 
terest charges upon the bonds. 


This proposal to set up a fund to complete tasks 


that have now been lone-delayed is the most econom- 
ical, efficient and business-like program that has been 
submitted to the voters of this city. It contemplates 
a 10-year improvement plan and thus permits' the 
city authorities to go about It intelligently. When it 
lias been, completed, then the levy can automatically 
be lowered. 
I 


We believe that the people of Lincoln have their 


eyes on the future. We bc'.ieve that the citizens here 
have faith and confidence in the community. 
We 


believe that they are willing to make what ever sac- 
rifices are necessary for a growing- city. If this levy 
proposal fails,' it will meet defeat because it is not 
thoroughly understood. 
Between now and the date' 


of election every, property owner and every man and 
woman interested in the growth of Lincoln should 
make it a point to find out the facts. 


How do Lincoln taxes compare wlthv those of other 


communities of similar size and similarly located? 
How do property valuations here compare with other 
cities? Are wte showing the same determined spirit 
•to build a a community comparable with those of our 
neighbors? Let the city commission take the lead in 
this fight and supply the tax payers with the informa- 
tion 
which they are 
enitllod. to. Whatever Je- 


cislon is made should be the result of careful, thought- 
ful deliberation. We believe that the more study 
given this problem the more favorable will be the 
attitude adopted toward the proposal to be voted 


. upon. 


SOUTH AMERICAN TRADE. 


It was observed by William Gold. Lincoln merchant 


during his late sojourn in South America that Eu- 
ropean nations are selling more of their goods there 
than Is the United States.. He saw a golden oppor- 
tunity for American merchants in the Latin countries 
of the so.uth, but found that only a small proportion 
of their Imports are being furnished from here. 


That such a condition should prevail might be dif- 


ficult to understand if it were not for our national 
policy of making it hard for other people to trade 
•with us. We have erected high artificial barriers to 
keep their gods out. Naturally, therefore, they do 
not feel particularly enthusiastic about buying what 
we have to sell. Their trading is carried on mainly 
•with countries which are willing to Interchange pro- 
ducts with them. 
' 
There are some thb.gs, of course, such as aGtomo- 


biles made In the United States and coffee grown in 
Brazil, which the two countries must mutually buy 
from one another because there is not an, adequate 
supply of either available elsewhere In the world to 
meet their respective needs. But where South Ameri- 
ca has any real choice, it seems to prefer getting its 
Imported commodities from the other side of the 
Atlantic. 


Whether this country will ever be able to establish 


its trade In the southern continent on an even foot- 
Ing with Great Britain, France, Germany and Holland, 
BO long as it adheres to the high protective tariff 
system, Is doubtful. Perhaps we may derive enough 
benefit from that system to persuade us to retain It, 
even at the sacrifice of a larger trade with the nations 
below the equator. But we must make up our mlnrls 
at tho outset that we cannot cat our cake and keep it, 
too. 
In other words, we must 'not expect South 


Americans to purchase our products in any great 
volume while we continue refusing to buy theirs. 


The whole thing resolves itself Into a question of 


whether or not any country Is big enough to live unto 
itself. 'Our own leading captains of industry and com- 
mercial boosters do not entertain any such Idea with 


to th« United States. .'They are continually 


talking about and planning- for the extension of 


foreign trade. In almost every phase' of in- 


dustry we are producing a la'rgc surplus tvery year. 


BRITAIN'S COAL PROBLEM. 
/ 
. 


The settlement of the British coal strike would not 


by any means put an end to the difficulties which 
surround the coal industry in that country. 
These 


are basic and much more than the matter of a wage 
scale Is involved. The coal business is in a very bad 
way and drastic actlon^alone qan save it. 


It is a fact that British mines have been operat- 


ing at a loss ever since the German mines in the 
Ruhr resumed production. 
There has been a fall- 


ing off In the expdrt demand, due not alone to the in- 
cr^ased production in other countries, but to the 
ever increasing use of water and oil jfor the generation 
of power. 
Furthermore, improved engine efftcincy 


has cut down the demand. 


British coal mines are not nearly as well equipped 


as are those in the United States and some other 
countries and are in consequence becoming so expen- 
sive to operate that it will be necessary to abandon 
some of them at once. Ttyere is very little use of ma- 
chinery in the mines of that country, practically-all 
of the work be*ing done by hand. In 1880 the produc- 
tion per man was~S19 tons, but last year this had fall- 
en off so that each man only produced on aa average 
of 217 tons. On this basis it is futile to attempt to 
compete with the mines of other countries. 


It is stated that in some of the older mines the 


coal must be hauled for miles under ground and that 
all this work is done by mules, elec'ricitv" not having 
been introduced. 


The government commission which spent months 


investlgatine- the coal condition not only recommendej 
the discontinuance of the subsidy 1 
'"-<> aid of which 


the mines had been operated since last August, but 
it also recommended a, complete reorganization of the 
industry. It advised the "abandonment of a number 
of the less profitable mines and the immediate pur- 
chase of a great amount of new machinery. While 
these changes are being made It was recommended 
that wages be temporarily reduced. 


If Great Britain is to continue to produce coal it 


would seem absolutely essential that the mines be 
modernized. 
When this is done each man will be 


able to increase his output and it may then be pos- 
sible to pay greater wages. But the tirst thing to be 
done is to put the mines on an up-to-date basis. 


PENNSYLVANIA"* PRIMARY. 


Pennsylvania' is exeperiecing a unique primary 


campaign. 


The fight to decide the republican senatorial nom- 


ination brings into conflict three men, all of whom are 
millionaires in their own right.. All three have been 
strongly entrenched in 
Pennsylvania 
politics 
for 


many years as well as potent and influential figures 
in its business and industrial life. That would seem- 
ingly provide the atmosphere for an absorbing cam- 
paign. 
Back of the candidacy of Senator George 


Wharton Pepper, it is indicated, have b,een mobilized 
the tremendous business, industrial "and social re- 
sources of the Mellon family. That should add fuel 
to the flames. 


But as a matter of fact the 1 .nnsylvania primary 


has aroused only mild interest within the state and 
has attracted no attention without. 


The answer is easy. 
Governor Pinchot, one of the three candidates, it 


Is recognized would add little strength to Pennsyl- 
vania influence in the senate. As executive he haw 
shown an inability to get along -n;lth anyone and 
there is little reason to believe that he would be more 
successful as a senator. On the other hand Congress- 
man Tare, who is making a s.aunch fiprlit on the wet 
issue, has little to commend him except that.he would 
be regular and might be de/ncnded. r;ion to deliver 
Pennsylvania's tvote when it was badly needed by the. 
administration. 
On the basis of mental equipment, 


Scnrftor Pepper miprnt logically be expected to win but 
unfortunately Mr. Pepper's brilliant pro~r>oct in the 
senate has failed to mature. 
He went there with 


glorious opportunities of leadership and permitted his 
chance to slip away from him. He lias had a color- 
less career as a senator and may be expected to do 
little better if he'is returned. 


For this reason Pennsylvania refuses to become 


unduly excited although it has the fixings for a real 
political battle. It will pet the kind of a senator which 
Pennsylvania wante regardless of the outcome. 


THE NORGE TRIUMPHS. 


Twice within the last seventy-two hours, expedi- 


tions have succeeded in the most hazardous and dif- 
ficult attempt of flying ..ver the JJoith pole. Fast on 
the heels of the announcement that Lieutenant Byrd 
in an airplane had attained his objcctivo, came the 
news that Amundsen had also succeeded in his con- 
quest with the Norge. a great dirigible. 


The success of these two undertakings give rise to 


the conclusion that they were more carefully planned 
and handled than any which have heretofore "boon 
attempted. Byrd succeeded in the same type of craft 
with which Amundsen failed last -"-ear. It is appar- 
ent that Lieutenant Byrdl took advantage of all of 
Amundsen's mistakes. He traveled much lighter and 
thus was enabled to make much faster headway. 


But one element entering into these two successes 


was conspicuously absent a year ago. Ideal weather 
conditions greeted both ramps of explorers 'when 
they »&t forth on their long- and perilous trips and 
continued long enough to. ..lake them possible. Fly- 
ing presents Insurmountable obstacles in the frozen 
north after the first of June, because of the impen- 
etrable fogs which cast their curtains over all of the 
northland. 
Even after the fifteenth of May these 


thick fog votla make the task of the aviator a most 
difficult one. 'Jhe most advantageous period for fly- 
ing is during the closing days of April and the first 
few days of May. 
Then it is that the air is clearer 


than at any other "period durinp the year, and the 
visibility is much better. The dangers and hazards 
of crashing against mountainous ice peaks is greatly 
reduced, and the opportunities of charting a course 
Improved. 


So Byrd set forth on his fligh'f at the vcr-- earliest 


possible minute, thereby stealing- a march upon his 
distinguished rivals. Amundsen followed within for- 
ty-eight hours and in each instance the men were 
greeted with Ideal flying weather. 


It will be necessary to await the return of the ex- 


plorers before the full results of these expeditions 
can be gaged. They have demonstrated that the pole 
can be reached by various kinds of air craft under 
favorable weather conditions. 
They have revealed 


that there is a certain reasonable hope of success if 
the expedition is carefully planned and executed, but 
the closeness of the»e*two successes should not closu 
the eyes to the fact that polar aviation Is possible 
only under the most favorable circumstances. 


The triumph of the Norge is/a distinct achieve- 


ment for Amundsen, Ellsworth and l*cr crew be- 
sausc It was claimed she was illy prepared .for the 
'rip. 
German dirigible —'/rts freely, predicted she 


would never reach-her basic, let alone completing the-

shaking out-of the normal accumulation of dandruff every day, und tho 
proper washings—the scalp should be kept in good condition. After the 
dandruff hag "formed, medications may have to be used, as well as the 
thorough cleansing and brushing. 


The treatment for both forms of dandruff is practically the samc.v 
Different remedies, containing antiseptics and antl-parasitics such as 
sulphur, mercury, resorcln and tar, are used. One of my skin books says 
that when the scalp Is dry and scaly it is best to use a remedy In the 
form of an ointment, and if the scales are greasy and the hair oily, then 
alcoholic compounds arc to be used. In some of the oily cases it is best 
to use a totion until the scalp becomes dryer and then the ointment. The 
sulphur preparations should not be used alternately with those contain- 
ing mercury; as a black precipitate (black sulphide) is formed which is 
not very.easy to get rid of. 


Jackson highly recommends an ointment wh^ch he says is known as 


Sulphur Cream- I wrote on this sometime ago and one follower, wrote 
that she could not find this in the drugstores.
